Jesse Pollitt, who for some years 
before his retirement was foreman 
of the Journal Press, died suddenly 
in Las Angeles Easter Sunday. 


Pollitt had been a member of the 
International Typographical Union 
for many years. He had worked in 
Oakland off and on since 1939, 
earrying a card in Typographical 
Local 36. 

Since his retirement three years 
ago last month he had traveled ex- 
tensively over the country, visiting 
many places where he had worked

“Section 110. The Electrical De- 
partment shall consist of a Superin- 
tendent and an Assistant Superin- 
tendent, and necessary subordinates 
appointed by the City Manager, ac- 
cording to the Civil Service provi- 
sions of this Charter. The employes 
of this department shall, as far as 
may be practicable, have the bene- 
fits of the provisions covering 
leaves of absence and vacations 
which prevail in the Police and Fire 
Departments.” 

This Section No. 110, if amended, 
will read as follows: 

“The Electrical Department shall 
consist of a Superintendent and an 
Assistant Superintendent and neces- 
sary subordinates appointed by the 
City Manager according to the Civil 
Service provisions of this Charter.” 

In effect, the last sentence of the 
present Section No. 110, pertaining

The nationwide meeting of AFL, CIO and independent 
unions in Washington last week to mobilize public opinion 
against big business control of the defense program was being 
reported this week to labor groups everywhere.

Tobin Appoints Graham 4 
Defense Manpower Head 


U. S. Gov't Release 


Secretary of Labor Maurice J. 
Tobin has announced the appoint- 


ment of Frank P. Graham as De- 
fense Manpower Administrator, In 
this position Graham will direct, 


supervise and coordinate all of the 
defense manpower activities of the 
Department of Labor. In the per- 
formance of these functions, he will 
report directly to Secretary Tobin. 

Graham is former president of 
the University of North Carolina, 
and was a member of the National 
Defense Mediation Board in 1941-42 
and a public member of the Na- 
tional War Labor Board from 1942 
to 1945. He served as U.S. Senator 
from North Carolina from 1949 to 
1950. 

In appointing Graham, Secretary 
Tobin said that he had amended his 
general order No. 48 which created 
the Office of Defense Manpower. 


The amended order changes they 


name of the office to the Defense 
Manpower Administration, and 
strengthens the supervisory direc- 
tion which the Administrator of 
Defense Manpower will exercise 
over the department's manpower 
activities. 


Tobin stated that he was espe- 
cially glad to be able to secure the 
services of as outstanding a person 
as Dr. Graham to handle the de- 
fense manpower activities of the 
department. He noted that Dr. Gra- 
ham’s rich background in industrial 
relations would be helpful to him 
in the performance of his man: 
power functions. The Secretary eng 
phasized that the Department of 
Labor is committed to a voluntary 
defense Manpower program, 


He noted that Dr. Graham's no- 
table success in achieving coopera- 
tion between management and la- 
bor would be very helpful in carry- 
ing forward such a voluntary pro- 
gram. 


Domestic Farm Labor 
Urged Over Foreign 


U. S. Gov't Release 


WASHINGTON. — All domestic 
gources of farm labor should be ex- 
hausted before jobs are given to 
foreign workers, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor Robert T. Creasey 
said in a recent statement on West- 
ern Hemisphere labor before the 
House Agriculture Committee. 


Although the United States should 
make every effort to attain farm 
production goals, Creasey stressed, 
it “should take no short-cuts which 
will result in employment for for- 
eign workers in this country while 
available American workers remain 
unemployed.” 


He said foreign workers “must 
not be employed where their em- 
ployment will adversely affect the 
wages, working conditions and em- 
ployment opportunities of American 
workers” and “should not be offered 
working conditions that are more 
favorable than those offered to 
American workers.” 


Philly Labor Unites 
For Defense Struggle 


PHILADELPHIA (AFL News).— 
Representatives of 400,000 members 
of the AFL, CIO and railroad broth- 
erhoods have formed the Philadel- 
phia United Laber Policy Commit- 
tee to act “in all matters pertaining 
to prices, wages, manpower and de- 
fense problems arising out of the 
national mobilization program.” 

The committee criticized the many 
failures of the program under De- 
fense Mobilization Czar Charles E. 
Wilson, pledged support to the 
United Labor Policy Committee's 
withdrawal from the Wilson set-up 
at the national level, and demanded 
that it be consulted on the appoint- 
ment of a _ regional stabilization 
board chairman.

It did 
Yrot. become that way by going off 
half-cocked on any issue. They 
have intelligent, far-seeing officers, 
who have protected the interests of 
the individual member in the most 
obscure localities. They employ the 
best legal counsel to see that every 
phase of the constantly changing 
law is observed. In short, when they 
make a move you can be sure it 
will be done after careful fore 
thought, and after the members of 
the individual locals involved have 
had time to voice their sentiments 
in a true democratic manner. 

We deplore publicizing any schism 
that may exist in the labor move- 
ment.

As this goes to press, the work 


stoppage at the P.G.&E. power 
plant continues into the fourth 
week, 

On March 20, 1951, a summons 


was served on some of your offi- 
cials, following which they appeared 
in Superior Court of San Francisco, 
Judge Edward Molkenbuhr presid- 
ing. The order asked the Court to 
grant Midwest and Bechtel Corpor- 
ation temporary relief and that Lo- 
cal 342 cease picketing the above- 
mentioned project and that an ar- 
bitrator be appointed to arbitrate 
such issues in question, namely, 
basing point and radius. The Judge, 
after three days in court, upon hear- 
ing all parties concerned, stated he 
would take the evidence as sub- 
mitted and hand down the decision 
in the near future. 

A committee, representing vari- 
ous crafts, met with R. K. Rowell 
of the Standard Oil Company, rela- 
tive to the smoking situation at the 
Standard Oil refinery in Richmond. 
As you know, Bechtel Corporation 
had refused to grant any smoking 
privileges to its employes, contrary 
to other contractors. After a series 
of meetings with Bechtel Corpora- 
tion, in which no progress was 
made, a meeting was arranged with 
the above-mentioned official of the 
Standard Oil Company. Following 
is the basic policy on smoking priv- 
ileges on construction work at the 
Standard Oil refinery as outlined 
by R. K. Rowell: 

1. In isolated work location which 
can be made safe for hot work, un- 


restricted smoking on the job is 
permitted within defined limits as 


covered by smoking permits. 

2. In other locations where work 
is adjacent to hazardous operating 
areas, smoking permits will be is- 
sued under specific controlled condi- 
tions which are determined in ad- 
vance by the company. 

A “welding bay” is a posted area 
which has been designated as a safe 
location for flame and are welding 
or cutting, and for which a blanket 


fire permit has been authorized. 
Men assigned to and working on 


jobs within an area designated in 
this manner are granted smoking 
privileges on the job. 

On job locations where it is not 
c@nsidered safe to grant general un- 
restricted smoking privileges 
throughout the construction area, it 
regular practice tc designate a 
posted “bull pen” in a safe location 
smoking will be permitted 
under certain conditions. In such 
cases it becomes necessary to limit 


is 


the smoking privilege to specific 
times in the interest of job effic- 
iency and maximum _ production 


with minimum lost time. Smoking 
in such “bull pens” is restricted to 
times before start of work each day, 


during the luncheon period and 
after the day’s work. 

3. During the TCC plant shut- 
down starting March 26, smoking 


will be permitted within the speci- 
fic areas and at specific times des- 
ignated by the company, in accord- 
ance with the general policy stated 
above. In establishing the time and 
area restrictions, consideration will 
be given to the nature of operations 


at adjoining plants and to the state 


of clean-up of lines, vessels, sewers, 
ete., in the shutdown area. When 
all is clear, smoking permits will 
be issued. 

4. Specific locations where smok* 
ing is permitted will be clearly de- 
fined by signs posted by the com- 
pany. 

5. Company employes, designated 
as “fire watches,”’ will be assigned 
to patrol the shutdown work area 
to maintain a continuous watch for 
possible hazards to personnel or 
equipment. These company em- 
ployes will be authorized to stop hot 
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union, Ask to see their Card, Boost the union emblem and help 
yourself. Patronize and demand the following union cards: 
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work and to rescind the smoking 
permit at any time and in any spe- 
cific location where local hazardous 
conditions may be found. 


6. In the event of any condition 
deemed hazardous to the general 
shutdown area, a designated com- 
pany employe will sound the “fires 
out” signal (short blasts) which will 
be so placed that it can be heard 
throughout the entire plant. At the 
sound of this signal, all contractors’ 
men throughout the shutdown area 
will immediately extinguish all fires 
(torches, arcs, cigarets, etc.). Fires 
will not be relit until all clear sig- 
nal consisting of one long whistle 
is blown. (This signal will be blown 
at the time of the noon whistle each 
day so that the men working in the 
shutdown area will be familiar with 
its sound.) 


The work situation is very good. 
3echtel Corporation has us in court, 
we continue to picket their project 
in Antioch; meanwhile, they hired 
300 of our people at their Richmond 
project for six 10-hour days, or $210 
per week. You figure this one out.

Valued at Half Billion 


DETROIT (LPA) — The’ Ford 
Foundation announced recently 
was $492,678,255 
on December 31. The foundation, 
established in 1936, has pledged to 
concentrate its resources on “estab- 
lishment of a lasting peace” and 
“achievement of democratic 
strength, stability and vitality.” 

Henry Ford II, foundation chair- 
man, said that only $68,791,347 in 
liquid assets will be available for 
the foundation’s work “until such 
time as the trustees may consider 
it practical and desirable to dispose 
of all or part of its principal fund.” 

Bulk of the assets gonsist of 
3,089,908 shares of Class A _ non- 
voting common stock of the Ford 
Motor Company, carried at $1.35 a 


share. These were gifts from 1937 
to 1950 from Henyy Ford, Edsel 


Ford and their estates. 

The foundation also has govern- 
ment securities and real estate to 
come from the Henry and Edsel 
Ford estates. These will bring the 
assets to $510,972,208. 


Overloaded Warehouses 


Cause Sharp Price Drop 


CHICAGO (LPA).— Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. has reported that ap- 
pliances and other household goods 
are plentiful and there’ll be enough 
of them this spring to maintain 
“competitive selling.” 

Manufacturers are worried about 
excessive inventories of household 
appliances in the hands of dealers. 
The Journal of Commerce says “the 
current oversupply of refrigerators, 
washers, ranges and so on, re- 
flected in more liberal trade-in al- 
lowances, the offering of premiums, 
and even outright price cutting.

‘Cooler’ Cigaret 
Ain't So, Says FTC 


BROOKLYN, N.Y. (LPA).—The 
makers of Regent cigarets have 
promised the Federal Trade Com- 
mission to stop representing that 
their make will provide any de- 
fense against throat irritation due 
to smoking, or that the extra length 
of Regents causes the smoke to be 
cooler than the smoke from stand- 
‘ard-length cigarets. They'll also 
stop claiming that the oval shape, 
or the smaller cross-section burning 
area, causes them to smoke cooler 
than conventional round cigarets 

FTC says “if a longer cigaret is 
smoked to the same butt length as 
a shorter cigaret, the amount of 
nicotine and tarry substances enter 
ing the mouth of the smoker is 
probably greater for the longer cig- 
aret, due to the “Accumulation of 
the harmful substances in the 
stump or butt of the longer cigaret 
during the first few puffs and also 
the fact that the longer cigaret con- 
tains more tobacco and ‘therefore 
more of the harmful substances,” 


Meat Prices Take Dive 
As Housewives Strike 


NEW YORK (LPA).—What the 
weak-kneed price controls of the 
Government failed to do, a house- 
wives’ revolt is accomplishing. Re- 
tail consumption of meat has 
dropped 30 per cent in New York 
City because housewives have either 
stopped buying meat or are buying 
cheaper cuts. 


Butchers have begun cutting the 
price of choice cuts, but the cuts 
have not been substantial enough 
and the women just aren’t buying. 
The slaughterers said they were not 
to blame for the high prices, were 
being “squeezed” and cried for re- 
lief. Warehouses and coolers were 
full of unsold meat, slaughterers 
said they might be forced to close, 
and were laying off workers. 

A grocery chain on Long Island 
cut top round roast beef from 83 
cents a pound to 79, after cutting 
steak from 99 cents to 89. 

A Chicago meat market cut por- 
terhouse steak from $1.48 to $1.09. 
A suburban Pittsburgh market was 
selling “good” steaks at 89 cents, 
down from 98 cents two weeks be- 
fore. 

Wholesalers reported drops in 
meat volume sales of up to 60 per 
cent,

“We do not agree that high school 
students should be sheltered from 
all controversial subjects and per- 
sonalities,” said the board. 

The city council, after a stormy 
three-hour session, had passed a 
resolution, 13 to 6, asking the school 
board to bar Lattimore. The reso- 
lution was introduced at the re- 
quest of the local American Legion 
committee on Americanism. 

Lattimore was the central figure 
in the charges made by Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy (R., Wis.) cf Communism 
in the State Department. Lattimore 
was absolved after a lengthy Sen- 
ate investigation, by a committee 
headed by Sen. Millard Tydings of 
Maryland. The Republicans howled 
the committee report was a “white- 
wash,” and Mc@arthy was active in 
the campaign last November in 
which Tydings was defeated for re- 
election. 


Sen. Morse Calls HST

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DON’T EXPECT MIRACLES 
OF MORAL REFORM VIA TV 


Governor Dewey supplied one of the many amusing episodes 
in the career of the Kefauver Committee. 

Senator Kefauver suggested that Dewey might wish to testify 
concerning the “parole of Lucky Luciano and the gambling at 
Saratoga.” 

But Dewey pretended to be very sore becayse the committee 
wouldn't pack up its briefcases and go to Albany to see him. 
When Kefauver received the telegram in which Dewey pumped 
his peeve, the Senator said: 

“Governor Dewey has not seen fit to come down and give us 
the information, but we have made a practice of not summoning 
or commanding or requesting Governors to come down.”. 

This dry remark seems characteristic of the quiet good sense 
shown by Kefauver throughout. 

It should be credited to Kefauver, too, that when the time 
came for the expiration of the committee's alloted period of func- 
tioning, he did not clamor for an extension of time, and said if 
the committee's life were extended he would have to let some- 
one else act as chairman, and that he would not even care to 
continue to be a member. 

Kefauver felt that enough evidence had been gathered to be 
an adequate basis for new legislation, and that new legislation 
to control the gambling industry more effectively was the pur- 
pose of the forming of the committee. This attitude shows that 
Kefauver was not merely seeking publicity via television. 

Perhaps, too, Kefauver suspects what many others suspect— 
that large numbers of the people who get so excited about the 
television show put on by the crime hearings will go right on 
gambling, will go right on making possible the malodorous ca- 
veers of the Costellas and their ilk. As we have said before, a 
very large section of the American public no more wants the 
gambling laws enforced than the South wants laws against 
lynching enforced. 

So, while it is amusing to watch the writhings of the Costellos, 
O'Dwyers and Deweys, with their varying degrees of guilt or 
innocence, it is safe to assume that to many television watchers 
the whole thing is merely a good show which will have little 
or no effect on their own lives. They will go on cheerfully 
patronizing the gambling ring, building up the fortunes of these 
gentry, while at the same time they will generously lay all the 
blame for connected evils on the shoulders of politicians who 
happened to get caught in the television screen, or made them- 
selves laughable by trying frantically to avoid getting so caught. 

It is a good thing to televise public hearings which expose 
the evils of our culture. But it were silly optimism indeed to 
assume that through television or any other mechanical device 
our public officials are going automatically to be raised far 
above the level of the public which elects them. 


AS LARRY PARKS SAYS... 


Larry Parks was correct when he said that it makes a con- 
siderable difference what years a man was in the Communist 
Party. 

When the Russian revolution came in 1917, every liberal all 
over the world, and a great many who were not liberals, re- 
joiced deeply, 

The rejoicing was over the downfall of the Czar and the 
stupid aristocracy which surrounded him. The nature of the 
new group which had taken control was’ not known, but it was 
widely felt that any change was a change for the better. 

When Kerensky was overthrown following the downfall of 
the Czar, some felt uncertain, but there was still the feeling that 
it was better than having the Czar around. 

It would take a careful historian to name the approximate 
beginnings and endings of the various phases through which 
this evolution has gone. Certainly the average man on an Un- 
American Activities Committee is poorly versed in such knowl- 
edge. 

Any thinking labor union man has watched this evolution 
within the labor movement. The word “fellow traveler” is 
vividly appropriate. It brings to the mind an image of a long, 
slow train winding along over an immense landscape. The train 
gets to a station. Some fellow travelers get on, some get off. 

At some stations a great many get on, very few get off. At 
other stations, just the reverse. 

The stations, of course, are years: 1917, 1930 or 1947, let 
us say. 

Yes, it does make a difference what station a man got on at, 
and what station he got off at, if any. 


FBI JUDGE AND JAILER 


How many Americans actually believe in the freedoms for 
which we're now supposed to be fighting? 

Every once in a while this question arises in the mind with 
painful urgency when someone in a responsible position makes 
an irresponsible statement. 

Just lately, for instance, there was the statement by Com- 
mander-in-Chief Charles C. Ralls of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. 

Ralls says that anyone designated as a Communist by the 
FBI should be immediately placed in a concentration camp. 

When the question of constitutional rights was brought up, 
Ralls said that any such question should be ignored because 
“the Communists are using the Constitution to sabotage it.” 

Granted that the Communists are doing this to the Constitu- 
tion, just what is Mr. Ralls doing to the Constitution? 

Mr, Ralls wishes to set up the FBI as judge, jury and jailer. 
No appeal. No questioning. The FBI comes along to Mr. Ralls 
or any other citizen, and says to him: 

“You're a Commie!” 

Instantly Mr. Ralls or any other citizen so designated is 
whisked off to concentration camp! Whether or not Mr. Ralls 
or any other citizen so concentrated would also be tortured to 
death, and then have his skin made into a lampshade, we haven't 
heard yet, but breathlessly we await word. For this would seem 
to be the next step.

Someone once said that what this 
country needs is a good 5-cent cigar. 
It still is as true today as it was 
when it was first uttered around 
the turn of the century. 

But with prices continually rising 
and the value of money just as 
steadily declining, it seems more ap- 
propriate now to quote a remark by 
Franklin P. Adams, who said: 
“What this country needs is a good 
5-cent nickel.” 

And there’s the rub. For many 
people are finding out the hard way 
what it means to have nickels 
worth 2 cents apiece. 
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WHO ARE THESE PEOPLE? 
Well, not so much the active orga- 
nized workman who often can sup- 
plement his income by demanding 
and getting pay increases so as to 
enable him to keep within a reason- 
able distance of the cost of living 
level. 

Who really takes it in the neck 
is the retired worker, the pensioner, 
the man who has saved his money 
for the purpose of seeing himself 
and his wife through the “rainy 
day” of old age. 

Assuming that the average retired 
worker has been able to assure him- 
self of receiving $100 to $200 a 
month for the rest of his life, where 
in the world can he and his wife 
retire in leisure on this amount of 
money? 


THAT IT CAN’T BE DONE in 
the United States should come as 
no surprise. But it has come to our 
attention that there are several 
quaint and romantic places on this 
globe where a couple can spend 
their remaining years in peace and 
security on approximately the sums 
mentioned above. 

This information has come to us 
by way of an article written by Nor- 
man D. Ford in the Foreign Service 
Journal, a magazine published in 
the interests of American Foreign 
Service officers. 

Ford, a travel expert, names for- 
eign places where the American 
dollar can buy two or three times 
its purchasing power here. 


TAKE MADEIRA, FOR EXAM- 
PLE. Madeira is an island in the 
Atlantic Ocean with a year-round 
temperature in the middle 60’s. Its 
scenery is beautiful and_ pictur- 
esque; its living conditions satisfy- 
ing and inexpensive. 

A rural home can be rented for 
$15 per month; a city dwelling rents 
for $25. Ample groceries for two 
come to about $10 a week. 

Perhaps you don’t like to live on 
an island. Well, how about France, 
Italy, Austria, Peru? 

In France you can live in middle- 
class French style on $150 a month. 
You can even live comfortably on 
the French Riviera for this amount 
—but without servants. 

Italy? A couple could live quietly 
but well along her warm coastline 
on $125 a month. 

If you like the old-world atmos- 
phere you might try Austria where 
a small pension of $650 a year can 
see you through in this charming 
central European country, 


BACK IN THIS HEMISPHERE 
you can have Peru. We trust that 
when the following facts are read 
there won’t be a mass exodus from 
the United States. 

This is what Peru has to offer: 
staple foods 30 per cent cheaper 
than in the States. Gasoline at 14 
cents a gallon. Monthly ‘rents for 
an average-sized home range from 


$40 to to $60. A maid can be hired 
for $6 a month; a cook for $8.50. 

If your taste is for English-speak- 
ing countries, you might try Eng- 
land, Australia or New Zealand. 
Living costs in these countries are 
moderate and compare favorably 


with the other countries mentioned, 


TWO IMPORTANT POINTS, 
HOWEVER, should be taken into 
consideration before deciring on 
taking advantage of bargain-base- 
ment living abroad, 

The bad point has to do with the 
fact that labor-saving devices in 
these countries are not quite so 
prevalent as they are in the United 
States, 

The other point is of a pleasanter 
nature. It has to do with the fact 
that American citizens living abroad 
will not be subjected to double tax- 
ation of income. Treaties between 
the United States and many foreign 
countries have provisions in them 
containing this benefit—PL, 


TV ANTENNAS RISE, 
DEATH RATE, TOO 


Safety News 

Television antennas are going up 
all over the country, and so are ac- 
cidental deaths caused by them, 

A file folder at the National 
Safety Council is receiving more 
and more case histories and news- 
paper items telling a grim story of 
death on the roof top. 

Amateur handymen account for 
nearly all of the deaths, the coun- 
cil said. When television sets were 
first sold, the price included pro- 
fessional installation. In recent 

onths, sets have been offered with 
an antenna kit which the set owner 
could erect himself. 

As a result, antennas have been 
put up without regard to nearby 
power lines, attached to crumbling 
chimneys, even placed on utility 
poles carrying heavy voltages. Most 
fatalities have been due ‘to electro- 
cution by coming in contact with 
power lines, although falling acci- 
dents to persons unfamiliar with 
roof top work have added to the 
toll. 

In rural areas and small towns, 
where 45 to 60-foot antenna poles 
are necessary to pick up distant 
transmission centers, improper brac- 
ing has resulted in collapse across 
power lines and the interruption 
of electrical service in entire com- 
munities. Fires and live wires have 
added to the dangers. 

The council urges all TV buyers 
to make sure the price includes in- 
stallation by the dealer, or a com- 


petent service company,

PROFITS LEGITIMATE 

We mentioned above that a busi- 
ness man in active competition has 
a right to all the profit he ean get 
as long as he uses fair and honest 
methods, Those “fair and honest 
mean, among other 
things, fair and honest conduct to- 
wards his competitors; just and fair 
treatment of workers in all the con- 
ditions of their employment and, 
justice to the buyers, the consum- 
ers of the product. 

Before a corporation can be satis- 
fied that it has fulfilled all the laws 
of equity, it must first satisfy itself 
that it has shared those profits 
with those persons who have coop- 
erated in producing and providing 
them. This would include, manage- 
ment of course and the wage earn- 
ers, obviously. But there is another 
group involved that is usually over- 
looked. A corporation obtaining ex- 
ceptionally large profits should 
transfer part of.its gains to the 
consumers in the form of lower 
prices. It is this last group that 
needs a champion in our present 
economic setup... 


NO TIME TO SLEEP 


Fresno Labor Citizen 


The successful business man is 
the one that realizes that his com- 
petition never sleeps. 


In this respect Organized Labor 
might well look at the boast of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers in its weekly “News” that 
the N.A.M. had distributed nearly 
eight million (8,000,000) pamphlets 
in 1950. This was an increase of 22 
per cent over the previous year, 

And where did these go? Well, 53 
per cent went to high school and 
college students, 41 per cent to their 
employes and 6 per cent to “com- 
munity leaders.” 

To drive home their boast, the 
“News” said, “If N.A.M. pamphlets 
ordered in 1950 had been stacked 
one on top of the other, they would 
have reached nearly four miles into 
the sky. If laid end to end, they 
would have stretched from Wash- 
ington, D. C., to Omaba, Nebraska.” 

We know from bitter experience 
that most of this material was un- 
doubtedly slanted against Organ- 
ized Labor and the things Labor 
stands for. We wonder how many 
pro-labor pamphlets were distrib- 
uted or read by these same people. 
This is a problem every union mem- 
ber should consider because we 
shall certainly lose ground, and 
other generations will have to learn 
“the hard way” if we “sleep” while 
our “competition” goes forward at 
22 per cent leaps. 
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WHY NATIONS DIE 


Labor: Rail Unions’ Weekly 

Why have nations died in the past 
and why are many nations today 
beset by almost fatal troubles? A 
plain-spoken answer to that ques- 
tion was given this week by Mrs. 
Myron M. Cowen, wife of the Amer- 
ican Ambassador to the Philippines, 
in a talk to a group of wealthy 
Filipino women. 

“Nations die by injustices,” Mrs. 
Cowan said. “Progress stops when 
a single class appropriates the re- 
sult of the common labor, strength- 
ens its rights by unfair laws, throt- 
tles the masses by suppressions and 
consumes in luxury what it has 
taken in greed. 

“Then there is a gradual loss of 
productive energy, increasing bitter- 
ness and distrust, a lessening sense 
of duty and devotion to country. 
Exploitation creates poverty, and 
poverty is followed by physical de- 
cline, Internal or external convul- 
sions finally reveal the state of this 
decay.” 

All history proves Mrs. Cowen is 
right. Her words are a warning, not 
only to wealthy Filipinos, but to the 
rich and powerful in all nations, in- 
cluding our own great country.

WHEN A VACANT LOT was the 
neighborhood playground, supple- 
mented by a nearby barn on rainy 
days, the word “recreation” had lit- 
tle meaning, even to educators. 

Play was something kids did all 
on their own, within certain limits, 
of course. They didn’t need anyone 
to tell them what to dd. Dragging 
them from the corner lot to come 
home and do their chores was about 
all that was required of adults. 

Recreation is an important word 
today, however, and we now have a 
National Recreation Association 
which aids in teaching leaders for 
recreational work, 

Recently this organization gave a 
week's such training down in San 
Mateo county, and here are some of 
the subjects discussed: ways of 
starting a party, breaking the ice, 
getting-acquainted games, play- 
ground games, dancing, seasonal ac- 
tivities and musical games. 


When our communities were 
smaller and people moved around 
less, we had small need of “getting- 
acquainted games.” The ice was 
broken, so to speak, long before 
kindergarten. 

We have a different condition 
however, now, and especially so 
here in California, where so many 
people have arrived in such a few 
years, and where communities are 
more and more crowded. 

Youngsters in a new environment 
must have some help in making the 
adjustment or trouble comes on 
apace. We've already had a lot of 
this trouble. We call it “juvenile 
delinquency.” 

A lot of it is Satan finding evil 
companions for idle hands. Most 
communities are now aware of this, 
and most of them are hastening to 
build recreation centers and play- 
grounds, and are hiring trained ex- 
perts to give these children guid- 
ance, 


One nearby community recently 
built such a center, and the county 
probation officer reports much less 
trouble with youngsters in that com- 
munity. Anyone who thinks such 
things “frills” should talk to a pro- 
bation officer. 

Often what youngsters do after 
school hours is more important 
than what they do in school. Adults, 
harried with many problems, some- 
times forget how much play means 
to youngsters, not only the little 
ones but the teen-agers as well. 

“Rec,” as the boys and girls call 
this place where they can go and 
have fun and get rid of tensions, is 
one of the best investments a com- 
munity can have. 

The time is not far distant when 
every community wil consider sulch 
a place as indispensible as the pub- 
lic school.

Congress asking that Basque sheep 
herders’ be allowed to enter this 
country. 

What have Basque sheep herders 
to do with the average homemaker? 
According to the meat producers, a 
good deal with a certain subject, 
namely, the price of lamb chops. 

The only economical way to raise 
sheep is to let them graze over a 
large territory, usually far up on 
our high mountain areas. But they 
cannot be turned out to fend for 


themselves. A sheep herder with 
his dogs must accompany them. 


This sheep herding is a lonely and 
rugged life. A man must go off 
alone with his dogs, he must live by 
himself for long periods, he must 
get along on what scanty rations he 
can carry or pick up in the country. 

The average American or even 
European doesn’t take to this kind 
of life. No radio, no television, no 
automobile, no bar, no filling sta- 
tion, no house, or even bed. It’s no 
life for us! So when we call our- 
selves “rugged individualists” we 
should smile. 

Now the Basques are noted for 
their individualism, for their ability 
to live by themselves. Their coun- 
try is rugged and mountainous. 
Though politically a part of Spain, 
from earliest times they have re- 
tained certain rights and privileges 
for themselves. 

Even the learned professors do 
not know where they came from, 
or whether, perhaps, they were 
there before anyone else. Their lan- 
guage is not related to any other 
European language, their folk-ways 
and traditions are their own, 


Many have emigrated to South 
America. Many have come to this 
country. In Nevada and Utah and 
other mountain states most sheep 
herders are still Basques. But there 
are still not enough of them, and it 
seems only Basques will fill the bill. 

Many of our boys think they 
would like to be cowboys, and some 
of them actually have. But sheep 
herders must be made of sterner 
stuff, and our boys don't seem to 
have what it takes. 


EDUCATION PRAISED

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CONGRESS CONTROVERSY 


Representative John J. Allen Jr. writes weekly Letter to Constitu- 
ents, and the Editor of East Bay Journal comments thereon. Para- 
graphs in Mr. Allen’s letter commented on are printed in boldfact, 


“Congress will take back to itself 
a greater control over the legisla- 
tion it will consider ...” So I 
thought on January 8. Last week 
the House considered a bill to 
amend the 1949 law which enables 
the President to follow the Hoover 
Commission recommendations. The 
President is permitted to present re- 
organization plans which become 
law if neither House vetoes them 
within 60 days. It was proposed to 
reduce the time to 15 days with re- 
gard “emergency reorganiza- 
tions.” First, the committee ac- 
cepted an amendment to exempt 
the reorganization of combatant 
forces, which the Constitution pro- 
vides that Congress should have. 
The 15-day provision was extended 
to 18 and then to 25 days. 


Then, by a vote of 120 to 57, an 
amendment which would permit a 
majority of those present of either 
House to veto the plan was adopted, 
replacing the requirement for a 
Constitutional majority (half of the 
total membership, whether present 
or not). Then the bill was defeated, 
167 to 227, I voted against it. It 
would have been a further delega- 
tion of legislative power to the Pres- 
ident—both objectionable and un- 
necessary. Congress can recognize 
an emergency as quickly as the 
President. On occasions it has 
passed emergency legislation in a 
matter of hours, 


Later, we considered a resolution 
to veto the reorganization of the 
RFC. The plan presented proposed 
to eliminate the bipartisan board of 
directors and to substitute a single 
administrator with a policy board 
consisting of the administrator, the 
deputy, the Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury and of Commerce and one other 
member designated by the Presi- 
dent. Two hundred voted to veto 
the plan; 197 voted against. A Con- 
stitutional majority of 218 is re- 
quired to veto. I would rather con- 
sider a bill to change the basic leg- 
islation or to abolish the RFC. It 
was born in a time of depression to 
provide for the then needed infla- 
tion. It does not serve its purpose 
now. We have enough inflation 
without it. 

We also considered the “Defense 
Housing and Community Facilities 
and Services Act of 1951.” Nothing 
in the bill seemed to limit its appli- 
cation to defense installations or to 
the duration of any defense emer- 
gency. Under it the Government 
could itself build and provide com- 
munity services and facilities not 
otherwise provided. These might be 
any facilities or services necessary 
for carrying on community life, 
such as public housing, federal con- 
trol and operation of public schools, 
libraries and recreation, federal con- 
trol and construction of public 
roads, federal provision and control 
of hospitals, nurseries, staffs and 
medical aid. The House, by a vote 
of 170 to 219, refused even to con- 
sider the bill. I voted not to con- 
sider. Under the guise of national 
defense, we would have been con- 
sidering one more public housing 
bill and federal powers in the fields 
of education, medicine, etc.

WAKE UP, UNCLE!

Many queer stories are told in 
Washington these days, but none 
are more peculiar than those con- 
cerning surplus property left over 
from the Second World War. Here 
are a couple of new ones, 

An “ad” in a New York paper, of- 
fering 6000 U.S. Army trucks for 
sale, caught the eye of someone in 
the General Accounting Office and 
led to Sinclair Robinson, the man 
who placed the “ad,” being called 
before a House subcommittee 
headed by Congressman Herbert C. 
Bonner (Dem., N. C.), 


Bonner found the trucks were 
some which had been turned over 
by the Army to the West German 
government, which promptly sold 
the trucks. Robinson also told of 
buying trucks and truck engines 
from British authorities in Ger- 


many, as well as from the German 
government. 


Another dealer, Robinson de- 
clared, bought three shiploads of 
American trucks in the Philippines 
for $250 each, and sold them in the 
United States for $2500 to $3000 
each, Some of them were purchased 
by U.S. government agencies, 

Then there was a report by the 
General Accounting Office on an 
organization called the Bunker Hill 
School of Aeronautics, in Bunker 
Hill, Ind. This was no school at all, 
but, because it called itself a school, 
it was able to get more than $4,000,- 
000 worth of surplus property at a 
total cost of $12,000, which it then 
proceeded to sell at a profit. 


Apparently a lot of people are 
making money out of U.S. Govern- 
ment surplus property, at the ex- 
pense of American taxpayers, 
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newspaper after two issues.
